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Overview 

This bill removes addresses from display on driver’s licenses and Minnesota 

identification cards, and provides for electronic records on such addresses. 

Section   

1  License; contents.  Removes addresses from being displayed on a driver’s license. 

2  Identification card; fee.  Removes addresses from being displayed on a Minnesota 

identification card. 

3  Duplicate license; change of domicile or name.  Provides for duplicate licenses on address 

or name change. 

4  Computerized records system; access to address information.  Requires computerized 

records on addresses of driver’s license and Minnesota identification card holders that can be 

updated through the Internet by the license or card holder. 

5  Use of another’s residence address.  Makes a conforming change.
